Henham,also an engineer, , 
but a real brigadier of volunteers, 
came with hltn, and, or course, out- 
ranked Glllmoro, a brigadier only by 
grace of Sherman] but Hunter and 
iienhuni wore considerate, and, though 
both ostensibly commanded Gllimore, 
they loft tho real direction In hln 
hands. He appointed me volunteer 
aide-de-camp on his staff for the ilego, 
which was suitable enough, for I wan 
as real an atdo-de-canip as he wok a 
brigadier.

Two Kinds of Cottrsgn, 
IudilTeronco to danger Is not always 
the form of courage which should en- 
title lis possessor to tha highest credit. 

11 U a ncgtiltra virtue ns compnrod 
with iho rjunllty which enables ouo lo 
perform a dangerous duly while real- 
izing iho full measuro ot Iho peril on- 
con n lor oil. 

Those two tralU nro best Illustrated 
by iho old story of tho two soldiers 
whosa r ii crime u t was chnrglni; up a 
hill In a dusnernte attempt to capture 
a battery, when hnlf way np ono of 
them turned In tho other nnd said : 
"Why, you aro ns pnla as a sheet; you 
look like a ghost; I bulleva you're 
afraid." "Yes, 1 am," was the 
answer; "unit It yon wore halt as moo!) 
a Irak! as I am you'd have run long 
njco." It Is something higher than 
phystcal eourage. It la a snodet of 
moral cotir ago which recognizes tho 
danger and yet overmasters the sense 
of fear. When Iho famous mine in 
front of Petersburg had boon ooni< 
plotad nnd Ilia national troops drawn 
up rondy to charge the enemy's works 
as soon as the mlno had dona its work 
In creating a breach Iho signal was 
given Just' before daylight, tbo fuio 
was lighted nnd the command stood 
wailine with inlonso anxiety for iho 
explosion widen was to fallow.
